There are always so many 
places for that extra dollar you 
have hidden in your wallet and 
so many worthwhile uses for it. 
The Cemetery Association 
which was formed last year 
has done much to warrant the 
community's support. For a 
long time the cemetery was 
drifting along with no definite 
program for its upkeep. 

Now that the Association has 
been organized, minimum costs 
for keeping it in tidy condition 
have been ascertained and 
plans for small improvements 
have even been visualized. 

William Schwartz of the As¬ 
sociation told us that the cem¬ 
etery can be maintained at a 
mi nim um cost of $700 a year— 
money which comes from sur¬ 
vivors of those buried there, lot 
owners or other interested per¬ 
sons. 

This amount of money will 
cover one thorough cleanup job 
a year, just before Memorial 
Day, and will pay for water 
and other small incidentals. 

The Association was respon¬ 
sible for having the water 
turned on in the cemetery 
shortly after its organization 
last fall. The $142 water bill 
mentioned in last week's NEWS 
was the amount of the water 
tabs accumulated before the 
Association was formed and 
has nothing to do with the 
present group. The City will 
probably find it expedient to 
write off this bill anyway.

The 
cord was the curled type and 
the bandit had trouble because 
he couldn’t stretch it far 
»enough. 

Swearing at the clumsy ac¬ 
tion, his companion said: "Put 
it on the floor and get your 
foot on it!” 

When finally the cord was 
ripped, the two masked men 
headed for the door, apparently 
surprised at noticing Mrs. Pratt 
for the first time. In leaving 
they ran across the front yard 
of C. R. Creighton, 661 Canyon 
Crest Drive, who had just fin¬ 
ished taking a box of tin cans 
to the road. Asking them what 
they were doing in his front 
yard, he was told: "Get back in 
your house!” 

The bandits, both of whom 
appeared to be near 30, six- 
foot-one or two and about 180 
pounds, escaped in a light col¬ 
ored sedan driven by a third 
man. Wooley, who drove after 
them, was unable to draw near 
enough to obtain the license 
number.

The second injection will be 
given exactly three weeks lat¬ 
er, May 25 and 27, at the same 
hours and in the same se¬ 
quence as listed above. 

Parents of children not com¬ 
ing under the age groups cov¬ 
ered by the first and second 
grades should contact their pri¬ 
vate physicians for advice on 
the advisability of vaccine for 
their youngsters. 


The Mt. Wilson District’s 
$3100 sustaining membership 
drive which is now under way 
is approaching the $1000 mark, 
Tom Schwartz, chairman of the 
campaign, told the NEWS to¬ 
day. 

"We have already had $800 
turned in to us, with another 
$200 pledged. We are one-third 
of the way and we will work 
hard until our $3100 goal is 
reached,” Schwartz said. , 
The sustaining membership 
drive has been made necessary 
due to the fact that the quar¬ 
terly payments in 1955 of Sierra 
Madre Chest funds for Sierra 
Madre’s share of the Scouting 
program cover expenses al¬ 
ready incurred in 1954, while 
the other agencies in the Chest 
cover anticipated budget ex¬ 
penses for 1955 and the quar¬ 
terly payments thus impose no 
hardship on the latter. 

The attainment of Mt. Wil¬ 
son District’s $3100 goal in the 
sustaining membership will 
serve to put Sierra Madre 
Scouting on a current financial 
basis and will provide a por¬ 
tion of the additional money 
needed to keep Scouting apace 
with the growth of this area. 

Marcus Woodward, chairman 
of the Mt. Wilson District, 
points out that the number of 
Scouts in the Valley has quad¬ 
rupled since 1939, but support 
from the Chest has not been in 
direct proportion to this rapid 
increase. 

Woodward states that the 
$161,000 budget for San Gabriel 
Valley Scouting, which will di¬ 
rectly affect the character 
building program of more than 
18,000 boys, is the same 
amount spent to maintain 33 
criminals for one year at San 
Quentin. 

Sierra Madreans pledging $10 
individual sustaining member¬ 
ships will receive membership 
cards and Boy Scout pins, it 
was announced. 

In Upper and Lower Hast¬ 
ings Ranch, also a part of Mt. 
Wilson District, only Scouting 
families will be called on. So¬ 
licitation in Sierra Madre is 
broader inasmuch as the Sierra 
Madre Community Chest, new 
in 1954, has no back log of 
funds to put the Scouting pro¬ 
gram on a current financial 
basis as the Pasadena Chest 
has done for Hastings Ranch.

It is important to realize that 
the increase from 90 cents to 
$1.45 would constitute a 607o 
increase in local revenue only. 
It would not be a 60% increase 
in TOTAL revenue available to 
the Sierra Madre District In 
TOTAL funds available to the 
local schools, the increase 
would be 24%. 

Out of this local tax must 
come the money to pay the 
Pasadena tuition for seventh 
and eighth graders. This is an 
item that has increased yearly 
for some time past and which 
promises to increase for some 
time to come. 

For example ,in 1952 Sierra 
Madre paid $32,429.98 for 151 
students attending Pasadena 
Junior High Schools. 

In 1953 it paid $41,605.36 for 
179 students, an increase of 
over $9,000 in one year. 

In September of 1955, accord¬ 
ing to figures now available, 
we will be sending 106 addi¬ 
tional students to Junior High 
in Pasadena bringing the total 
number of students for whom 
we will have to pay tuition to 
well over 200. 

The revenue available to the 
school this year was $228,602.- 
25. Expenditures are estimated 
to equal that amount. They 
will not exceed it because to 
do so is illegal. But many vital 
and necessary items have had 
to be deferred or cut to make 
the expenditures stay within 
bounds. 


At one time the Sierra Madre 
Board tried to "hold the line’ 
in Sierra Madre until needed 
state legislation would bring 
relief. However, through failure 
of the state issues, it is now up 
to the local district to ask for 
a tax increase of 55 cents on 
April 29 in order to maintain 
the schools on a level consist¬ 
ent with good education. 

While Sierra Madre has 
passed bond issues in the past 
six years, it has had only one 
tax increase, in 1951, and that 
was for a period of one year 
only. 

There has been no permanent 
increase in the Sierra Madre 
school tax rate limit since 
1937! 

Examination of the tax rates 
of other Southern California 
towns reveals the following 
facts: 

Azusa’s tax rate is $1.44, and 
the cost of educating each pu¬ 
pil per year is $244.05. 

Whittier’s rate is $1.44, and 
the cost of educating each pu¬ 
pil per year is $251.89. 

El Monte’s rate is $1.45 and 
it costs $259.15 to educate each 
pupil per year there. 

In Sierra Madre it costs 
$249.98 to educate each pupil 
per year. And the tax rate is 
90 cents. 

Therefore the proposed in¬ 
crease of 55 cents per hundred 
in the tax rate does no more 
than bring Sierra Madre up to 
the necessary level already

tions and the firms licensed to 
produce the vaccine have 
shown an admirable desire to 
eliminate profits for the public 
good, but there is some fear 
hat black marketeers and 
adults too selfish to wait until 
all the children, rich or poor, 
have had their chance, may 
find ways of diverting some 
of it for personal profit or wel¬ 
fare. That should be made a 
penitential offense. 

It is said that children be¬ 
tween the ages of 4 and 8 are 
most likely to be afflicted by 
polio, though many younger or 
older children have been af¬ 
flicted, and so have many 
adults. It is hoped those most 
in danger can be vaccinated 
first, those secondarily sus¬ 
ceptible second, and so on. One 
of the firms licensed to make 
the vaccine has suggested that 
children can be vaccinated at 
an average cost of $2 a shot, 
which is vastly less than a lot 
of vitamins cost, and that 
adults, when supplies are 
avail ble, be charged $5 a shot. 
The March of Dimes took the 
risk of having large quantities 
made in advance of the an- 
nouncement of the success of 
the vaccine, to be sent free to 
areas in which epidemics 
threaten. Thus we may see a 
wonder drug placed within the 
reach of all.
